The new clause makes it a 
statutory obligation to deno 
these -aliens- except on specific 
for exemption. The 
Government opposed, it on the 
ground that their own proposal 
for an Order in Council would 
effect the same purpose. 

The new clause provides that 

Every former enemy alie: now 
in the United Kingdom should-be 
deported forthwith, unless within 
one month of the passing of the 
Act he shad made application to 
the Secretary of State in preserib- 
ed form and after due inquiry 
had been granted a license. . 


The clausé also specified the 
grounds on which inquiry was to 
be made and the conditions ‘on 
which a license might be granted.

The statenient made by M. “Lenin, the notorious Bolshevik 
Teader, to the effect that moderate Socialism is useless and that Red 
Terror is the one means of achieving the aims of those who think as 
he does, is illuminating as showing the extreme policy favoured by 
the revolutionary elements in Europe to-day. Bolshevism is even 
more violent in ‘its methods than anarchism; it is the negation of'all 
forms of good government, and it isan evil that must be stamped out 
if the world is tp enjoy peace. It was Bolsbevism which started 
the Soviet system, which has been tried in many countries since the 
Russian ‘Revolution, with disastrous “éffects’ New States and old 
have been affected by the movement, which still operates in many 
parts of Europe. .Only a little while ago, the Soviet system made 
its appearance in Slovakia, this development being only one instance 
amongst many that are symptomatic of the new revolutionary ideas, 
The Slovak Saviet rose and fell, but'others have risen and not 
fallen, Leaving out the Continent, in Siberia, in Central, Asia and 
in Caucasia the Soviets seem to be multiplying in, spite of 

“ jntervention,” : 
“a 
. We recently came across some very interesting facts on this 
question, some of which are worthy’ of notice. For exaniple, the 
Pester Lloyd on July 2 stated that five Soviet _republice have been 
set up in the Krasnoyarsk region since last December, , They are 
said to have established a common battle-front and to have beaten 
off all attacks directed against them. Ancthet report states that 
a Federal Khirghiz Soviet Republic has been-formed asa part of 
Soviet Russia. According: to a Petrograd wireless message, the 
Communist parties in Baku, Daghestan, and Transcaspia have 
recently obtained big majorities. From Moscow, about the same 
“time, it was reported that in the’southern half of the Baku province 
the Sovréts have already assumed control and have declared for 
vnion with Bolshevik Russia. It, would seem that the movement is 
strongest where the danger of violent repression is greatest, but 
there are signs that it is also growing powerful outside the vast area 
of active conflict. To turn to other countries, recently the Bulgarian 
Revolutionary Social Democrats held a congress at Sofia. By a 
’ resolution, which was .. carried . unanimously,. the party 
decided to withdraw its members from Parliament; to abandon the 
. Second International and td join the Third, to form an alliance 
_With the. Russian ‘and -Hungarian proletariats, and “to: follow

BRITISH WORK FOR BRITISH 
. PEOPLE. " 


Sir E. Wild moved a new clause 
dealing with the employment. of 
paliens. Jt set out that no firm or 
company should employ in the 
United Kingdom without the 
licence of the Secretary of State, 
granted for special reasons, any. 
aliens toa greater number then 
10 per cent, ‘of the persons em- 
ployed by him in the United 
Kingdom. If the number of. per- 
.sons employed was less than ten, 
the number of aliens niust not 
exceed the proportion of a third. 
The object of this proposal was to 
get employment for our own peo-’ 


ple, and not to permit the return | 


to such.2 state of things as exi-ted 
in hotels before the war. There 
were whole streets in the East of 
London_where the.people did_not 
speak English. That was a-public 
danger and a public . scandal. 
( Hear, hear). . 

Lord C. Cecil (Co., U, Oxford 
University ) hoped the clause 
would-be rejected. It proceeded 
ron a theory which was held by ea 
large number of the Labour Party 
that, there were ouly a limited 
number of jobs in the world, and 
that if a man did more than his 
fair share of work, it injured his 
mates. That was a profound 
delusion. The more people at 


work in these islards the’ more |” 


work there was for 
labour. 

Sir H. Nield, in supprting the 
clause, pointed out that it would 
act as a restriction on the in- 
ducements which aliens had to 
come this country. 

Sir H. Greenwood said the 
effect of the clause wotld be to 
deprive aliens of their present 
employment.. That meant they 
would cease producing. To de- 
crease production at this moment 
would be a rash and disastrous 
proceeding. It would ‘throw, them 
on the rates. It was quite a 
different thing from -preventing 
aliens coming into this country. 
Moreover, those aliens had Eng- 
lish. wives and children. 


A QUESTION OF TREATIES. 


We had:also treaties of which 
the passing of this clause would 
ba a violation. We had treaties 
with Greece and Italy in which 
we guaranteed that their nationals

engaged in industry here should 


have the same rights in our 
country as they gave to ours. He 
wanted the Committee to realise 
what would be the effect on our 
own people in other countries.

Mr. Kirkup comamented on the 
inadequate stipends now -given to 
the pastors.

increased allowance, although the 
cost of living was so much higher. 
Some ofthe brethren, he added, 
could nat escape debt, some were 
securing advances on‘ their’ in- 
surance policies to keep them 
from the humiliating position of 
being in debt, and- there were 
hundreds who. were dding their. 
work under the crushing burden’ 
of intolerable anxiety. 


PASTORS WITH $1 A WEEK. 

Mr. Crowle Smith (London) re- 
marked that not not a few of their 
ministers had been reduced to an 
income of from 20s. to 25s. a week 
to provide food for themselves and 
their families.” 

“We Methodist -lay men,” he 
said, “have no more right to sweat 
our ministers than we have to 
sweat our workmen, and if we 
cannot apply the same principle 
of justice to both, then there is 
something radically wrong with 
our church, and we had better 
face the question at once. 

Mr. Gerald France, M.P., said 
hhe.was surprised’_at the modera- 


tion of the recommendations, and |° 


ashamed that they were not 
approaching this subject. in a 
more generous spirit. .They must 
see that there was no hardship or 
cruelty in the conditions under 
which their ministers had to live, 

He proposed as an amendment 
that the allowances should range 

from £200 to £250 a year, and 20" 
guineas for the children's 
maintenance. ” . 


NO ATTRACTION FOR CLEVER 
BOYS. 


Mr. Charles’ Terry, “Redditch, 
seconded. He: remarked that 
clever boys were not being at- 
tracted to the Church, because of 
the tremendous financial struggle 
they had to face. : 

‘We must” see to it,” he. ex- 
claimed, “ that the Church ceases 
to bea eubject for scoffing in the 
Labour warld.”. 

Sir George Smith, Truro, said | 
that, as laymen, they had to 
advance the wages of their em- 
ployees. How could they hold up 
their heads and keep their minis- 
ters on “a lesser scale? (Hear, 
hear.) 

Sir W.. Howell Davies, M.P., 
supported the raising ° of the. 
allowances. 

Mr Walter Runciman advocat- 
ed the formation of the ‘nucleus 
of a ‘special fund to meet the 
emergency. It should be opened 
at once, so that laymen in attend- 
ance at the’ conference might 
have. an opportunity of setting the 
remainder of the party a good 
example. Mr. France's suggestion 
wouldentail an additional expend- 
iture of £40,000; but that only 
meant 2s. per annum from each 
member of the Methodist Church. 

Mr. Bunciman’s proposal was’
